ADMIRALS IN THE GARDEN 


Red Admirals often visit gardens in the 
summer. They need plenty of nectar to 
give them energy for the winter. You 
can attract Red Admirals into a garden 
by making sure it has the kind of plants 
the butterflies feed on. 


Red Admirals love to suck the 
juices of rotting fruit, such as 
apples, pears and plums. 


Patches of fresh, green nettles ina August when many 
sunny corner of the garden make nettles are dying back, cut a patch \ 
welcome sites for the Red Admiral’s _ in late June’so that there will be he 
eggs, and are food for the strong new plants for Red Admirals ye 
caterpillars when they emerge.

All About... 


Becoming a butterfly 


66As soon as the first Red Admirals 
arrive in Britain, usually about May, they 
mate. Then the females flutter in and 
out of plants, looking for a suitable 
place to lay their eggs. They mainly 
choose stinging nettles.99 


In August, Red Admirals start to fly 
south. A few manage to hibernate in 
Britain, some die, but many of them 
fly to southern Europe for the winter. 
Naturalists are not sure exactly how 
they find their way to their winter 
quarters. They think that they 
navigate by the position of the sun. 
In spring they fly north again. 


‘VW Each female lays her small, green eggs one by 
one. She places it on the top side of a leaf at the 
tip of a nettle stalk. After about a week, a tiny 
caterpillar crawls out. It is usually black, with 
yellow or white markings along its sides, and 
covered in bristly hairs. It makes itself a tent out 
of a leaf, fastening the sides together with its silk, 
and feeds on the leaf in its sheltered hideaway. 


This Red admiral has not closed its 
wings fully, yet. When it does, its dull 
underwings camouflage it very well. 


> For about four weeks, the caterpillar makes itself 
several tents as it rapidly grows bigger and fatter. At 
the end of this time it chews into the stem, about 15cm 
from the top, and makes its final tent. It spins the 
leaves, which are now drooping downwards, into a 
cocoon. Sometimes it makes its chrysalis inside this, 
or chooses some other large leaves as shelter. 


LONG DISTANCE FLYERS 

Although Red Admirals are tiny and light, 
their wings are powerful enough to fly them 
thousands of miles to Britain and Ireland. 
Occasionally, some even reach Lapland.

| They can get a solid foothold on the wreck which is like 
a big rock on the soft seabed. Shoals of small fish dart 
to and fro’ round the wreckage. Some find shelter in 
holes, while others swim for their life to escape big hunting 
fish like me. There are also signs of life on the sandy 
seabed and shoals of fish passing overhead.99

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A group of jellyfish is called a smuck. I 
hope you didn’t get stuck finding a smuck 
of eight jellies floating past the shipwreck. 


Cod is usually seen wrapped in 
paper with chips! Its normal home, 
though, is in the sea. Wherever 
there’s a wreck there are always a 
few Cod - they chase after small, 
silvery fish and suck them up in their 
huge, gaping mouth. 


Sea squirts come in all 
shapes, sizes and colours but 
they are all like bags of jelly 
with two doors. They suck in 
water through a hole (siphon) 
at the top, filter out the food, 
then pump the water out 
‘through the side 


The Lesser 
octopus is found 
in rocky areas all round 
the British coast. Its eight 
legs or tentacles have a row of 
suckers underneath. These 
help it move over the seabed and 
catch its prey. When in danger the 
octopus squirts water out of a tube 
at the bottom of its body and jets off 
quickly. Sometimes it confuses prey 
by releasing a cloud of ink. Hungry 
Conger eels follow the smell of the 
ink instead of the octopus.

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Dead man’s fingers is a 
soft coral which sometimes 
grows on the surface of 
wrecks. The coral is orange 
when it is resting but when it 
is feeding it’s covered ina 
coat of fluffy white branches 
which filter tiny animals out 
of the water. 


Piumose anemones look like 
small, underwater palm trees. 
The stalk, which can be up to 
30cm tall, ends in a feathery 
crown of tentacles. You can find 
them in rock crevices, on pier 
columns and on wrecks. 


Plaice are well camouflaged 
when they lie flat on sand on the 
seabed. The top of a plaice is 
brown and dotted with bright red 
or orange spots. But when it 
moves to feed on worms or 
shellfish it flashes a white belly. 


Conger eels are long, muscular 
fish which look like big snakes. 
They’re at home in dark nooks, 
crannies and portholes which 
make super places for them to 
ambush their prey. A Conger lies 
in wait with just its head poking 
out of the hole. When its prey 
comes near, the eel attacks and 
grabs it in its powerful jaws. 


Mackerel are sleek fish, 
designed for high speed 
swimming. They can flatten their 
fins against their body to gain 

’ extra speed when chasing their 
prey. Look for their blue-green 
stripes and silver underside. 


The Edible crab has a brownish 
pink shell, eight hairy legs and 
large pincers with black tips. When 
it’s not scavenging or searching for 
shellfish, it seeks shelter in a rocky 
hole or under the timbers and 
debris of a wreck.

SEAWEED ALBUTA
